HUMAN’ BROTHERHOOD. »

The following sermon was preached in 

‘| St. John's Cathedral on Sunday thorning 
by”. the - Rev. .H." Copley. Moyle, SLA., 
Senior Chaplain :— : 4 


“ Jesus saw n man named Matthew sit- 
ting at the receipt of Custom, and 
He aatth unto him, Follow_me,. and 
he arose and follawed Him.""—S, 
Matt s. 1.19. , ? 


"Ste Matthew .the Apostle, whom = w 
‘ commeniorate to-day, was, os the “text 
telis us, a Customs Officer. He was most 
likely in-the service ‘of Herod Antipas, the 
tetrarch of Galilee. The tnx collectors 
were’ the -most despised and hated class 
in Palestine : they were called publicans 
| and it was gaid by the Jews ‘ A religious 
i man who becomes a..publican, is to be 
driven out of the society of religion.” 
It was therefore an act of very great 
courage ‘for Our Lord to chose one of this 
| despised class to be of the number of the 
12 Apostles, but Jesus Christ had a‘mes- 
sage for the despised and the outcast sod 
the call of Matthew helped to bring Him 
in touch’ with the publicans whom other- 
wise He might have found it very difficult 
to reach. The ‘call of Matthew the pub- 
lican may be taken as the protest of Our 
Lord against the social. ostracism of any 
| elass.: ‘There canvfever be, in any healthy 
Church; that spirit of tae Pharisees which 
Christ came to rebuke. Yet there is. still. 
a tendency to regard certain classes of 
_| people as ‘ without the pale." Such o 
spirit is clearly contrary to the spirit of 
brotherhood which Our Lord taught.us. 
No man who’ is really” trying to follew 
Christ will ‘ever speak or think‘ con- 
temptuously of any class of men or of 
any nafion or race. “That is a lesson 
which many of us who rejoice to call out- 
selves British’ Have need to learn, £ 
think I have not a hasty. temper: but 1 
confess that.my anger is always roused 


when 1 hear anyone speaking of ‘' nig- 
gers or“ chinks,” and it is no uncom- 
mon thing to heur puch expressions. 
‘Those who so’ speak have little idew of 
|the evil their cateless contempt causes. 
They have certainly, not imbibed the 


4 Spirit “of Christ, und they have not. even | 


learned: the, first ‘elementw of gentiemaanly- 
conduct. They have the same spirit ns 


the Vharisees who said to the Apostles 
h Why eateth your Master with ,uplicans 
and sinners?” Ne 8 B 

But to return to our subject. .St. Mat- 
them was probably wealthy and his an- 
swer to Christ’s call niust Bave entailed 
a real Joss‘as far’as this world’s. goods 
were concerned.” We know very little in- 
deed about St. Matthew beyond the cir- 
cumstances of his cali to be un Apostle. 

_} There is a tradition that he remained for 
15 years after the Ascension in Palestiné, 
and then taught in Persia . nnd. Media, 
but of the accuracy of this tradition we 
cannot he sure. . ; 

As we know 80 little about him I want 
you to think -this morning of the Uospel 
which bears his name.- As you know the 
first of the four Gospels in our New Testa- 
ments. bears, the title “The Gospel 
according to St. Matthew.’’ The Gospel 
has evidently been compiled from vari- 
ous sources but it has a unity of its own. 
‘The Gospel nowhere claims to be the 
work of St; Matthew and it seems that 
it is-hardly likely that he was the author 

| for had be been he would not have used 
other sources for writing his Gospel but 
would have heen able to write 1t from 
his own récollection.. The writer,’ who- 
ever be was, had eyidently’.the Gospel 
of St. Mark before-him when he wrote 


‘and he incorporates. no less than 470° 


verses of St. Mark's Gospel in this’ one.’ 
He also follows the order of events as 
given by“ St. Mark but he ‘uses other 
sources of information ‘and inserts new.
